SUBJECT: Control ef Di*« e ruination and Us* of Intailigence 
and Intelligence Inf or amt ion 


Pursuant to the provisions of NSC ID No* 1 (Now Stfioti 15 soptomber 
1958 ), paragrapa 2 (a) (5), and paragraph 5, and for tha purpose protecting 
intelligence, intelligence information, and intelligence sources and methods 
from unauthorised disclosure, the following procedures are established to 
uniformly control the dissemination and uee of i n te lligence and intelligence 
information. 

1 , The basic control for the safeguarding of classified information 
is established by Executive Order 10501. Section T {c) of Executive Order 
10501 stipulates that defease information originating in a department or 
agency will not be disseminated outside another receiving agency without 
permission of the originating apency, except as provided in Section 102 of 
the National Security Act of 1947, as amended. In order, however , for the 
Intelligence Community to discharge its responsibilities more effe ctively, 
each member agency, through its central processing facility , may reproduce 
doc um e n ts containing intelligence and intelligence information originally 
issued by another; and such information may be disclosed to ether USUI 
agencies if the documents were otherwise generally made available to them. 
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Th«r* ere certain categories of documents which because of classification 
and markings may not be reproduced and disseminated under this provision. 
The Committee on Documentation of the USIB shell define for the intelligence 
Community those categories of documents that are subject bo this prohibition. 

2 . The policy of release of classified defense information to foreign 
governments is established by the Presidential Directive of 23 September 1958, 
''Basie Policy Governing the Release of Classified Defense Information to 
Foreign Governments In accordance with the Presidential Directive, 
documents originating in another agency containing classified intelligence 

nnd intelligence information will not be disseminated by recipient department* 
or agencies to any foreign government without the consent of the originator. 

3. The dissemination and use of intelligence and intelligence informa- 
tion will, at all times, be controlled by the policy of "need—to— kaov/". 

4. The standardisation of the control stamps and the procedures set 
forth in this Directive are to be uniformly employed by all departments and 
agencies in the Intelligence Community thereby assuring like control and use 
of intelligence and intelligence information disseminated within the depart- 
ments and agencies represented on the United States Intelligence Board. The 
substance of this Directive will be published in the appropriate regulation or 
notice media of each agency or department.

(b) Where the Intelligence or intelligence information to be 
reloaeod to the public Is a composite of intelligence and intelli- 
gence information contributed by various agencies and department* 
of the Intelligence Community or represents intelligence and 
intelligence information produced by the joint efforts of the 
Intelligence Community and in furtherance of a community 
intelligence project, the releasing agency will obtain the per- 
mission of the contributing agencies or departments prior to 
any release. 
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<c) No public release will be raid* until the material to 
be released ha« bee® reviewed by the appropriate intelligent e 
authorities for the specific purpose of ensuring that there will 
be ao revelation of intelligence sources or methods . 

( 4 ) Any release not ir accordance with the above require- 
ment* may be considered as an unauthorised disclosure of 
intelligence or intelligence information and may be the subject 
©f an investigation or other appropriate action. 

6. Whenever an originating department or agency deems it necessary 
to provide special controls for intelligence or Intelligence information, either 
by virtue of the substance of the information itself and/or to provide additional 
protaction to intelligence source and methods, the appropriate control stamp 
or stamps will be placed upon the document. Any document disseminated 

within the intelligence Community or outside the Intelligence Community and

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INTEi^OM CONTROL / 

This marking stamp will normally be employed to control sensitive 
intelligence and intelligence information which because of (a) the substance 
of the information itself, and (b) the necessity to protect sensitive intelligence 
sources sad methods, must be maintained within the professional staff of the 
Intelligence Community and the senior echelons of government in order to 
provide adequate protection and control of information. 

Document: Disse mi na t i o n of the document is limited to staff officials of the 
Intelligence Community, and to those higher echelons snd their 
immediate supporting staffs of the departments and agencies 
represented on the tfSIB, who must necessarily deal with and 
act upon community intelligence. The document shall not be 
disseminated to consultants, reserve personnel on short-tern, 
active duty, external projects, or personnel ami organisation* 
under a contractual relationship to the United States Government. 
Use: The information may be used in finished intelligence without carrying 
ever the control marking . U the information is quoted, extracted, or 
summarised in digests and summaries then the control marking shall 
carry over on the dissemination of such digests and s ummar ies , 
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NO DISSEM ABROAD 

This marking will normally be employed is order to provide additional 
control and protection of tie information by preventing its dissemination out- 


side the States of the United States . 

Document: The document shall not be disseminated outside the States of the 
United States . 

Use: The information nay be used in finished intelligence without carrying 


over the control marking* if the information is quoted* extracted, or 
summarised in digests and summaries than the control marking shall

BACKGROUND USE ONE If 

Intelligence information which, because of its peculiar sensitivity, is 
not to he included in any intelligence document. 

Document: The document may be disseminated within Die U* S. Goverment 


only on a 'hteed-to-lmow" basis . 


Use: The information is not to he included in any other intelligence document 
or publication. 
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NOFORN {except FfNTJLi.) 

The employment o£ this and the following stamp represents s Pre- 
determination by the originator that the document 1* not releasable to foreign 
governments but that the infer rastion, under certain circumstances, may be 
released to an accredited official erf a foreign government. 

Document: The document shall not be disseminated to a foreign government. 
Use: The information when paraphrased in finished intelligence in a manner 
which conceals the originating agency, the source, the place acquired, 
and any indication of the method of acquisition, may bo releaned to an 
accredited official of s foreign government. 

NOFORK (except PUB Till.) 

Document: The document shall not be diseeminated to a foreign government. 
Use: The Info rmation when paraphrased in finished intelligence or in digests 
or summaries in a manner which conceals the originating agency or 
source may be released to an accredited official of a foreign government. 


NOT*.: Eit he r of the NOFORK stamps may be modified t© show a specific

government ox governments to whom exclusive release is permitted. 
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a. Any recipient agency or department deairing to use, quote, extract, 
summarise, or disseminate a document in a manner not permitted ay the 
li m i tat ion of the control stamp, must obtain the permission el the originating 
agency. Permission from the originating agency to utilise, in whole or part, 
any intelligence or intelligence information in a manner other than j pacified 
by the control markings applies only to the epoclfic purpose of the requestor 


and does not automatically apply to all recipients of the information as 
originally disseminated, unless the originating agency removes the control 
marking for the benefit of all recipients . 


9 . Any questions with respect to the dissemination and use of a 
document hearing a control marking will be referred to the originating agency. 

10. These control markings and procedures do not super sods nor 


affect the special Controls for the dissemination and use of special and atomic 


intelligence nor do they affect special indicators utilised by the various depart- 
ments and agencies for established distribution of material. In addition, these 
markings and procedures do not affect other control measures established fey 
the various departments and agencies for information subject to lavs concerning

copyright, libjtu, slander, and communication* , nor other information which for 


moral, ethical, or legal reasons must b# protected by other control measures .

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11. Classified Intelligence Contractors: Classified intelligence and 
intelligence information, including classified intelligence equipment, devices 
or apparatus, bearing a defense classification of Secret or below and not 
carrying restrictive marking# or stamps may be released to Classified 
Intelligence Contractors for tbe purpose of carrying out the contractual 
mission without the permission of the originating agency . The Committee 
on Documentation of the USIB shall define for the Intelligence Community, 
restrictions and guide lines for these p ensiles free releases and also those 
categories of documents that are prohibited for release. 
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
